Lord Stormont faid, that, Proteus like, this bifiae’s affu- 
med a taricty of forms, and eftaped the grafp of thofe who 
withed to. fix it wo a.point. Ar one rime, it was to be carried 
through with fo much rapidity, that to bring information to the 
Hout, was Oniy to teife and perplex their Lordfhips: But 


* few there was no qceition of rapidity; and though the Par-

the two wations waited with impatience for their Lordfhips de- 
termination, that event was now to be poltponed by a motion, 
which the*Noble Lord had tor deigned to fupport by one ar- 
ament.

He could not chiuk the 
delay purely accidental—non hac fine numine diva — But |ct 
it arife from what it might, their Lordthips would have parti- 
cular reafon to lament the caufe, as it would deprive them of 
the affiftance of one of the brighteft.ornaments of that Houfe, . 
and .of the country, (Lord Loughborough), who, before Fri- 
Hay fe’ennighr, would be engaged on other public bufinefs, (the | 
circuit), which would prevent him from attending his dory 
there.—They had fufficient.caufe to regret, that, on a former 
occafion, the fame Noble Lord: had been abfent on fimilor bu- 
finefs, when anuther meafure of great magnitude was concla- 
ded, viz. the India bill, which pafled laft year, and which, faid 
his Lordhhip, (turning to Lord Walfingham), if miniitry do 
not know it yet, I can affure them, has been received with in- 
dignation by the Britifh inhabitants of that country, who exe- 
crate a bill, by which they are, without any previous delin- 
queticy ‘on their part, to be deprived of their birthright, a trial 
by jury. “Pfe-affured the Houfe alfo, that, cither during the 
prefent féflion, or early in the next, petitions would be pre- 
fenced from thofe injured fubjects, praying fora repeal of fuch 
an ddious law. Had the Noble and learned Lord to whom 
he alluded, been prefent when that mealure was agitated, he 
would have painted the glaring injultice of it with fuch elo- 
uence, that their Lordthips could not poflibly have pa'fed it. 
Be was afraid that fomething like tins would happen from the 
ptefeot mode.

ord Sydney replied, that when he moved for Friday fe’en- 
night, he did it without the Jealt defign to create unneceflary 
delay ; but merely as a matret of courfe, thinking, that as the 
evidence could not be printed before Saturday next, and deli- 
vered ro their Lordfhips before Moaday, the intervening fpace 
between that day and Friday would not be more than fuificient, 
for their Lordfhips to perufe the evidence, and prepare them- 
felves to decide on the propofiti¢ns.

twelye pages, and he did not think, therefore, fo long adelay 
neceflary for the perufah of fo fmall a part of the evidence. 

The Earl of Morton faid he differed from the noble Earl 
who had juft fat down 5 very little more than a third of the e- 
vidence taken before theit Taedibine having as yet been print- 
ed; and in fo very material aqueftion as that of adjufting the 
commercial interefts of both nations, their Lordfhips were not 
to form their judgments upon detached pieces ; they ought to 
have the whole evidence before them at once ; that by compar- 
ing the information given by one witnefs, with what had been 
given by another, they might apply the whole to the fubje& on 
which they were to decide, and thus be the better able to make 
up their minds, - On this ground, therefore, he would fupy, 
the motion made by his noble friend. 

Lord: Derby doubted whether forhe noble Lord 
themfelves: the trouble of» reading all the «vidence, when it 
theuld come completé before them; bvi, if they really meant 
to.do fo, they might begin that dey, aad by Satarday they 
would have the few remaintog pages, containing the evidence 
of Captain Brooke, and the other witneffes who had been 
brought to-the bar on the motion of the mini{ters of the Crown; 
and indeed, what had fallen from them was nearly the fame 
with what they had faid at their examinatioa before the Houfe 
of Commons. Adverting then to the circumftance of the afli- 
fes, which woukl call away Lord Loughborough, he would 
move. an amendment, which, if carried, would, he believed, 
enable that: learned Lord:to attend in his place, and aid tuecir 
Lordthips with.his abilities. Lord Derby then moved; that 
the words, ‘* Friday che 8th of July” be leftout, and “ Wed-

Lord Wes ew faid, he did not expect that in a debate

The Houfe having then refolved itfelf into a Committee 6g 
the bill forimpofing an additional duty on the licenfes of hawk. 
ers and péars, 

Mr Xvdinfoamoved an amendment, the object nf hietewas; 
to Drcvent temporney Aops Kvill Beliig-© pened oy itinerant dea}- 
ers for the purpofe of vending their commodities ; but after a 
fhort converfation between Mr Robinfon, Sir Adam Fergufon, 


‘and Mr Dempfter, the amendment was withdrawn. 


Sir Adam Fergufon {tated the very obvious iniquity that 
would enfue of extending this bill to Scotland, contrary to the 
original intention. It would, he faid, be taking the’ pedlars 
aud hawkers there at unawarcs, without giving them the fame 
opportunity of exercifing their profeffion as in England. 

Mr Dempffer was convinced, that the extenfion of this tak 
to Scotland would deftroy the hawkers and pedlirs there alto- 
gether, as few of their.packs were worth the duty intended to 
be impofed. 

Mr Grenville did not fee how Scotiand could plead an ex- 
emption. 

Sit ddam Fergufin remarked on the origin ox proprefs of 
thetax. It had been originally impofed by King William for 
a {pecific purpofe, and during a particular period. ‘I'he act of 
Queen Anne, which continued the duty, was not pollerior to 
the union of the two kingdoms, and confequéntly could not in- 
fluence the filter kingdom. He read the a@. 

Mr Grenville was convinced, that there was an a@t of Queen 
Aone which continued that duty in 1707, the year pofterior to 
the Union. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer owned, that the regulation 
of the 5th of Quees Anne did not extend the duty to Scot- 
land. It was to be in force for ninety-fix years from the year 
1710, confequently Scotland would not be fubjected to that 
duty. till the year 1806, when it would be excluded in confe- 
quence of a poftesior at of George I. which perpetuated all 
acts impofing daties for particular periods. He could not, 
however; conceive any reafon for exempting Scotland at the 
prefent period, 


Mr Dundas differed from his Right Honourable Friend. 


He was fatisfied, that the duty, if extended to Scotland, would.” 


ruin many people in trade. He did pot mean the great fhop- 
keepers im Edinburgh, but the little merchants in remote villa- 
ges, who were commonly fupplied by hawkers and pedlirs: 
They would, by the propofed regulation, be entirely deprived 
of refource. He thought they fiould have an opportunity of 
i cuing themfelves juftice. He declared 
jon thopkeepers of Edinburgh would

Mr Grenville, perfevering ia his former opinion, moved that 
the Chairman leave the Chair. , : 

Mr Demp/fer feconded the motion ; and faid, it was his o- 
pinion, that the whole of the bili fhould be withdrawn for the 
prefent, for the purpofe of an enquiry. He was convinced 
that it was unjuit and oppreilive in every point’ of view. It
